little log cabin in which the m artyr 
president was born and a shrine for 
' the American people. The Lincoln

the scrubby, soil-wasted little farm. 
two miles from this city. 
Gen. Luke E. W right, the secre­ 
tary of war, who fought in the arm y 
of the south, delivered the address 
on behalf or the confederate army. 
To mark still more the cessation of 
sectional strife a southern Methodist 
bishop, Galloway of Mississippi, pro­ 
nounced the benediction. Participat­ 
ing also in the exercises aud deliv­ 
ering addresses are Gov. Folk 
of 
Missouri, the president of the Na­ 
tions Lincoln Farm association: Gen. 
.Tames Grand Wilson, who speaks on 
behalf of the federal arm y, and Gov. 
W ilson, representing the state 
of 
Kentucky. And am ong the thousands 
who had journeyed to the fa rn* are 
many veterans of the civil w ar on 
both sides.

When asked about other incidents 
Mr. T o n e r reflected a moment be­ 
fore entering into the following n ar­ 
ration. 
“ At the time I enlisted I 
was a young fellow* about 16 yi»ar8 
old, but when Lincoln was shot I 
had served three years. At th at tim e 
I belonged to the Fourth regim ent of 
Hancock's Veteran Reserve corps.and 
we were stationed at W ashington. 
The first time th a t I ever saw* Lin­ 
coln wa* when he was 
reviewing 
Sherm an's troops after that famous 
march to the sea. He stood on the 
W hite house steps as they passed bv 
and at that time I thought he was 
the homeliest man I had ever seen. 
He was over 6 feet tall and I would 
hardly call him beautiful. That win­ 
ter.

You know Lincoln wa* ju st as com­ 
mon as the poorest soldiers, talking 
with first thi* and then th at man.
